"The principal and I have met, 
and we have agreed that I will 
resign as of December 31," he said 
in an interview last night. "My 
primary concern at the moment js 
to sec thb matt«ncoiicludcd by i^' 
resignation iii^hersclection of 
new dean. The smooth working ôf 
the faculty is at this, as at all times, 
my primary concern. ' ■ 

"The action of the prlnclpol is 
correct in every respect, and I fully 
accept our agreement that I 
resign." D'Ombrain refused to 
comment on whether he really 
wished to resign. 

Yesterday, the Daily revealed 
that d'Ombrain had discussed hfs 
resignation with the engineering 
faculty at the closed meeting. He 
had also circulated a confidential 
letter within the faculty explaining 
why he resigned. 

When asked about the confid- 
entiality surrounding the whole 
matter, d'Ombrain merely com- 
mented, "It's a private matter 
between myself and the faculty," 

As reported in the Daily 
yesterday,' Principal Belj . had 
requested d'Ombrain's resignation 
on the grounds that d'Ombrain 
could not fulfil his present five-year 
term without violating a rule that 
no person more than 65 y ears of age 
hold an administrative position. 
W)icn d'Ombrain had been accept- 
ed for reappointment this year, 
papers presented to the selection 
committee falsely indicated that he 
was three years younger than he 



actually is. The dean is 62. 

D'Ombrain was first appointed 
dean in 1968. His selection for a 
- second term earlier this year was 
viewed as an unusual move, 
because deans usually step down 
after serving one term. The 
selection committee did not 
consider other applications, and 
d'Ombrain was considered by some 
be Bell's choice for the job. 
i'Ombrain said that yesterday's 
Daily report was accurate "except 
for the implication that my purpose 
was to illegally extend my dcanship 
beyond its natural term." He said 
that the papers in question, which 
falsified his age, had originally 
been submitted 17 years ago, when 
he originally applied to McGill and 
that, therefore, they did not, at the 
tinic, bear on his retirement. 

Principal Bell said that the rule 
on a retirement age "on the whole 
is a good rule." He said he was not 
willing to comment very much on 
d'Ombrain's resignation. "Thb is a 
matter that's personal to him. If he 
Is willingj^jpublicly discuss it, I'll 
join him,^flio'«Hâi 

"The dean was appointed on my 
recommendation after consulting 
the advisory committee. The 
committee and I agreed at the time 
that it~ would be a good idea to 
reappoint him." 

Bell added, "If a man feels he has 
to resign, he has to resign. Nobody 
has to give reasons for resigning." 

When asked whether he consid- 
ered the dean's resignation a loss to

regarding his age, Bell replied, "I 
have nothing more to say about 
this subject."

Most of those interviewed 
by the Daily said that d'Ombrain 
has always, been very popular with 
the students, enjoying, a good 
rapport with . them. Ho has 
attended many student, activiyu;

Technicality stops day care for nom

The Judicial Committee has 
dismissed the hearing on day care 
on a technicality. The committee 
issued à statement Wednesday 
saying that before it can rule on the 
issue, the McGill MÔ«:f^Caré 
Cooperative (MDCC) truistrpfove 
it is an incorporated body. 

The committee had been asked 
to order a check-off system in 
accordance wjth the terms of the 
day care resolutions passed In an 
open /meeting .of- the Sttidents'- 
Society lost March 7, and to .order" 
payment to be made to the MDCC • 
based on the results of such a 
check-off, also in accordance with 
the open meeting resolutions. 

The open meeting had called for 
a check-off system to be set up to 
let those students who did not wish 
one dollar of their Students' 
Society fees to go to day care to 
indicate that Instead, the Stu- 
dents' Society executive arranged 
a regular vole asking students 
whether they wanted their money 
to go to day care. 
- The original resolutions also 
iailed for the money to be turned 
ovor to me MDCC. But Students' 



Society President Paul Drager said 
he would challenge the resolutions, 
which he said were poorly written 
and coiild present difficulties, and 
. withheld the money until the 
Judicial Committee could reach a 
decision. 

Emphasizing .that the March 7 
resolutions speak of the MDCC as 
an incorporated body and that it is 
to this body that funds are 
allegedly owed, the Judicial 
Committee said that any action it 
took before the MDCC "was 
incorporated would be premature. _ 
Since the MDCC was unable to 
prove it was incorporated by the 
deadline 'the committee set, the 
committee dismissed the hearing. 

The committee added, however, 
that if it can be proved that the 
.MDCC is incorporated, as new 
action can be launched.-" 

Students' Council arts and 
science representative Will Hoff ' 
man, petitioner for the MDCC, said 
he plans to bring the matter to the 
Judicial Committee again as soon 
as the MDCC is incorporated. 

Hoffman said the decision was 
not much of a setback for thç 
MDCC, calling it "just an 
unfortunate delay for the people 



involved in establishing a day care 
centre and for the children who 
need it." 

He said, however, that it \yas 
unfortunate that the main sub- 
stance of the cose — concerning the 
check-off system and the consti- 
tutionality of the motions — had 
not been resolved. 

"To focus on this technical 
decision would be a mistake. The 
real question is why is Mr. Drager 
and the ' executive so intent on' 
■preventing this day care centre 
from being set iip?" 

Drager said his stand on day care 
had been misinterpreted. He said 
he was not against day care, but 
supported iL 

The reason the Students' Society" 
executive had to fight the 
resolution, he said, was that the 
resolution "binds every future 
Council to allocate money towards 
a (lay care? centre." He said each 
Council should have control of its 
own^ budget. 

i^Cptincil would also be bound to 
gîvé funds every year to a group 
without them having to supply any 
kind. of budget,, Drager , said. In 
effect. Council ' would [ have full 
responsibility, but' no authority or . 




control over funds. Nor would it 
have any guarantee that the funds 
would go towards the day care 
centre. 

Now that the Judicial Committee 
hearing has been dismissed, 
Drager said he hoped to do 
something constructive about day 
care. "I hope that now we can sit 
down together with represent- 
atives from both MDCC and the 



MCFC (McGill Coinmunily Family 
Centre), forget about the legal 
hassles, and set up a day .care 
centre for the students." 

Drager said ho was aware of the 
need for day care at McGill. "The 
MCFC which has been running a 
day care centre on campus) has a 
waiting list for children that is 
astounding. The need is there. Now 
let's do something about it."

Altmejd said the programs that have beratintOTiered with 
include "pertain Greek shows that I believe National Cableyision is 
getting a lot of pressure about from right-wing people in the Greek 
community." He said "most of the Greek community" wants Greek 
programming to continue over Radio McGill.

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UQAM professors set to#strike

The Montreal . branch of the 
University of Quebec (UQAM) may 
soon be hit by its second faculty 
strike since 1971. As the Daily 
went to press last night, the 
negotiating committee of the 
Syndicat des Professeurs de l'Uni- 
versittf du Qudbcc (SPUQ) was 
making a detailed report to the 
union council on the , latest 
. administration contract offers. The 
final strike decision is up to the 
union general assembly, which will 
. meet Sunday. 

As of Wednesday morning, 
before the latest offers, the UQAM 
administration was still trying to 
wipe out the rights won in a 
three-week strike in October 1971. 
: The union \à«jf^j^vi^é ^ vià&n% the 
acquifcd rigttu'^fliF workers and 
has also presented new demands 
dealing with control of working 

conditions, job security, and 

comparative salary scales, 



In separate general assemblies 
Wednesday, UQAM students and 
maintenance workers voted over- 
whelmingly to support the profes- 
sors in their struggle with the 
administration. A similar show of 
solidarity helped tHe professors 
win the 1971 strike. Even after 
they had won their demands in 
1971, the professors refused to 
return to work until the administ- 
ration reversed its decision not to 
pay maintenance workers who had 
refused to cross the picket lines. 

According to SPUQ spokesman 
Madeleine Gagnon, the administ- 
ration's first position in the current 
negotiations was to cut back all the 
1971 gains in union recognition, job 
definitions, job security, and salary 
scales. 

The. contract won In 1971 
stipulated that SPUQ was the only 
bargaining agent for UQAM 

faculty, that professors would be 



1 represented on the university's 
academic policy committee and on 
its administrative council, and that 
department heads would be elected 
by and responsible to the 
professors in their departments. 

But before the latest offers, the 
administration wanted department ■ 
heads to be responsible to both the 
professors who elected them and to 
the administration. "This^^^n.of,, 
course, would be an impossiblcT 
situation for the department 
heads," said Gagnon. 

Under the 1971 contract, all 
professors had the right to 
grievance procedure and arbit- 
ration, whether or not they had 
permanent status. But at the start 
of the present negotiations, the 
administration wanted to take 
these rights away from non-per- 
manent faculty. 

Also, job security was automatic 
for permanent faculty unde^^he^. 
1971 agreement. Butas of twoaayS^"* 
ago, the administration was saying 



that job security would not be 
automatic except in cases of the 
closure or fusion of academic 
programs. 

■ . One of the few clauses of the 1971 
contrM£^novr|ia^^^ to both 

faculty aridj^clministration was the 
one abolishing^i^aditfonal tenure 
and substittiting|j«^permancncc." 
The differenco*^l?'?ttiat tenured 
professors are almost irremovable, 
while under permanence they have 
job security but are subject to 
evaluation every term, by their' 
students and professional collea- 
gues. 

The criteria for evaluation are 
teaching, research, service to the 
collectivity, and administrative 
and tutorial skills. Professors who 
ore judged incompetent lecturers 
by their students and colleagues, 
for example, con be "recycled" Into 
research or some other job. The 
1971 strikers ; emphasized this 
demand as their -/justification for 
callinfî on students;, to. support' 



them. - 

As for new. demands,, SPUQ 
wants to defend the job security of 
its mumbers by cutting the 
percentage of non-professors 
teaching courses from 40 per cent 
to 15 per cent. 

SPUQ also wants working 
conditions improved by the reduc- 
tion of teacher ratios — to one to 16 
for undergraduates. 

A key new demand is for the 
effective control of working 
conditions by the professors. 
SPUQi'Wants the university's 
academic policy committeéiiwhich 
has six professors (md||^pr' 
administrators, to have full conlrbl 
of academic and teaching policies. 
According to Gagnon, the admin- 
istration had illegally bypassed this 
committee in the past two years 
and' has made decisions unilat- 
erally. To ensure that this does not 
happen again, the union wants the ' 
committee's power written into the 
new contract. >

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Firestone tire 
boycott called 
for tomorrow

A province-wide boycott day for 
Firestone tires has been called by 
striking Firestone workers and 
their supporters, for tomorrow. 

The workers at • Firestone's 
Joiiettc plant have been on strike 
since May of this year. Their 
demands arc principally for parity 
with their fellow workers at 
Firestone plants .in Hamilton, 
OntaricTand in the United States, 
. for grievance procedures, and for 
French as their working language. 

Over the past several months, 
the Firestone strike has become 
one of the most militant struggles 
in Quebec, with the workers 
battling both the company and the 
U.S.-based United Rubber Work- 
ers union. The international union, 
has consistently^ appliedj preMjiiî 
on the workers to settle'fôrîinl 
less than their demands and has 
threatened to cut off strike funds. 

The Firestone strike has set an 
example for many other workers in 
Quebec, because the workers have 
set up on their own initiative a 
rank-and-file organization, thc~ 
CommîttecDf 30, to negotiate with 
the company and to lead the strike. 
This committee, which has now 
, ,^gTOwnlo, fifty members, has also 
^WCTnti^lstudy groups for the 
roiind such subjects. as 



the role of unions in a capitalist 
society and ways workers can 
strengthen their organizations. 
The wives of the strikers have also 
organized a group to study the role 
of women under capitalism and to 
give support to their husbands in 
the strike. 
. The workers have emphasized 
that tomorrow's boycott day 
represents an important step! A the 
development of support for the 
Firestone strike all over Quebec. 
Picket lines will be set up at 
Firestone dealers in Scpt-Ilcs, 
Rouen, Quebec, St-Jcrome, Trois- 
Rivicres, Sherbrooke, St-Jean, and 
all over the Montreal area. 
Picketing has already been going 
on in Montreal for the past three 
weeks..A solidarity committee for- 
the Firestone strike composed of 
f,- worker, community andggtudgnt 
" groups, has been at'WorKftln 
Montreal since the middle of 
October, and similar groups are 
getting under way in other cities. 

The Workers' Support Commit- 
tce-McGill, a member group of the 
city-wide solidarity committee, has 
urged all students to join in the 
picketing at Firestone stores 
tomorrow. Picketers will be 
meeting at the offices of the 
committee, 5352 St-Dominique, at 
9 a'.m. Transportation and day care 
will be provided. .

Chin said the McGill group will 
work closely with the Cultural 
Society and with several business 
men in Chinatown. He said one of 
the Kf""!' •'' "lajor problems is that 
"there are only two or three 
business men who know how to 



deal with the government; the rest 
are immigrants and wouldn't know 
what to do." 
.Chin conceded that the conimit- 
lé's.âbtlity to take action is limited 
i8ê;of the number of building 
contracts already signed. For 
instance, he said, the area on which 
a Catholic church now stands has 
been leased to the federal 
government for 99 years, and the 
government is expected to replace 
the church with a high-rise office 
building. 

"It may be too late to do anything 
about the Catholic churches and 
the eastern section of Chinatown, 
but the west has not been sold yet," 
Chin said. The, western section 
includes the strip of restaurants on 
Lagaucheticrc Street West. 

Chin urged students to write to 
newspapers and other "centres of 
power" about the Chinatown issue 
and asked anyone interested in 
helping to get in touch with Earle 
Taylor.

l^ore foreign students 
M Canada, forum told

A member of the -Canadian 
Bureau of International Education 
says there arc more foreign 
students in Canada than ever 
before and suggests that some 
university courses are not relevant 
for these students. 

Addressing a workshop yester- 
day on the problems of foreign 
students, Allen Rix urged univers- 
ities to "get their houses in order" 
— in accepting non-Canadian 
students as well in providing 
relevant course content for them. 
Many university acceptance poli- 
cies are confusing to foreign 
applicants, he said. 

Rix said the reason there arc 
more foreign students in Canada is 
that ■ many non-Europeans who 
previously could study in Europe ; 



are now barred from there by 
Common Market regulations. 

Another speaker at the work- 
shop — John Beggs, from the 
Canadian Internal Development 
Agency — said the Canadian 
government has recently started 
"project-oriented" training for 
non-Canadians, geared to specific 
jobs in the homo country. Before 
1970, he said, Canadian programs 
were on a general scholarship basis 
and. would guarantee to train a 
certain number of people from each 
country. Beggs said there should 
be overseas advisers to get 
students in touch with Canadian 
employers. 

A representative from Canadian 
Manpower said that new laws 
enable students who -were in 
.Canada before;January 1,^ 1973 to 



^ obtain employment visas. Others 
can obtain visas only if the 
prospective employer writes out an 
offer of employment, which she 
said, can be a problem because 
employers may not want to be 
bothered with tho Ted ^tape- 
Other speakcrs'discussed hous- 
ing discrimination, the rote of the 
Third World student in Canada, 
and job opportunities. 
, Choo Wai Hong, president of the 
International Students' Associa- 
tion, which was one of the sponsors 
of the workshop, said she hopes 
seminars like these will make the 
McGill community aware of the 
problems of foreign students and 
will produce greater co-operation 
between the various government 
agencies and r foreign students. 
Both sides can learn from this type 
of seminar, she said.
